NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 4th June, 1997 

S.0.427 (E) .—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Government of India (Allocation of Business) (Two Hundred and Thirty Sixth 

Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961,— 

(1) in the First Schedule— 

(a) for the heading “4. Ministry of Civil Supplies Consumer Affairs & Public Distribution (Nagarik Poorti 
aur Sarvajanik Vitaran Mantralaya)" and the sub-headings thereunder, the following heading and sub¬ 
headings shall be substituted, namely :— 

“4. Ministry of Food and Consumer Affairs (Khadya aur Upbhokta Mamie Mantralaya) 

(i) Department of Consumer Affairs (Upbhokta Mamie Vibhag) 

(ii) Department of Food and Civil Supplies (Khadya aur Nagarik Poorti Vibhag) 

(iii) Department of Sugar and Edible Oils (Sarkara am Khadya Tel Vibhag)’’; 
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(b) the heading “12. Ministry of Food (Khadya Mantralaya)" and sub-headings thereunder shall be omit¬ 
ted. 

(2) in the Second Schedule— 

(a) for the heading “MINISTRY OF CIVIL SUPPLIES, CONSUMER AFFAIRS AND PUBLIC DISTRIBU¬ 
TION (NAGARJK POORTI, UPBHOKTA MAMLE AUR SARVAJANK VTTARAN MANTRALAYA)" 
and entries thereunder, the following heading and entries shall be substituted, namely:— 

“MINISTRY OF FOOD AND CONSUMER AFFAIRS (KHADYA AUR UPBHOKTA MAMLE 
MANTRALAYA)" 

A. DEPARTMENT OF FOOD AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (KHADYA AUR NAGARDC POORTI VIBHAG) 

1. Participation in international conferences, Associations and other bodies concerning food, i.e. International Wheat 
Council, World Food Council, International Food Policy Research Institute, Commission/Committee on Food Secu¬ 
rity and implementation of decisions made thereat. 

2. Entering into treaties and agreements with foreign countries and implementing treaties, agreements, conventions with 
foreign countries relating to trade and commerce in foodgrains and other foodstuffs. 

3. Hiring and acquisition of godowns for storage of foodgrains including sugar, taking on lease or acquiring land for 
construction of foodgrains godowns. 

4. Matters relating to subordinate and attached offices under this Department. 

5. Matters relating to the Food CorporatioAof India and the Central Warehousing Corporation. 

6. Offences against laws with respect to any of the subjects allotted to this Department 

7. Enquiries and Statistics for the purpose of any of the subjects allotted to this Department. 

8. Fees in respect of any of the subjects allotted to this Department except fees taken in a court. 

9. Purchase of foodstuffs for civil requirements and their disposal and also for military requirements of sugar, rice and 
wheat. 

10. Inter-State trade and commerce in respect of foodgrains and other foodstuffs. 

11. Trade and commerce in, and supply and distribution of foodgrains. 

12. Trade and commerce in, and the production, supply and distribution of foodstuff's other than foodgrains. 

13. Price control of foodgrains and foodstuffs, 

14. Matters relating to the Food Corporation of India. 

15. Public Distribution System. 

16. Essential Commodities Act, 1955 and Prevention of Black Marketing and Maintenance of Supplies of Essential 
Commodities Act, 1980, in so far as foodgrains are concerned, 

17. Offences against laws with respect to any of the subject allotted to this Department. 

18 Enquiries and Statistics for the purpose of any subject allotted to this Department.
